W a s h in g to n , March 18.—The naval 
appropriation bill for the next fiscal 
year will contain the most liberal allow- 
aures for the increase of the navy car­ 
ried by any bill since the war.

tion of new vessels, which had been the 
principal point of discussion in many 
meetings.

elevated simplicity. 
Jn st at this tim e Hamnel Fillm o re 
B ennett was gradnatert fro m Ann A r­ 
bo r, Mich., and began a newspaper ca­ 
reer at Elkbo rn, Wis., o n The Independ­ 
ent. J. P. Webster, the mnsical co m­ 
po ser, was living in the same to wn, and 
it was o nly a few mo nths befo re the 
edito r and the musician were co llabo rat­ 
ing. 
The war intervened, and Lieuten­ 
ant Bennett o f the Fo rtieth Wi« ;o nsin 
Yo luuteers returned to Klkh« im to « ipen 
a drug sto re aud resume his verse w rit­ 
ing.

—a line, sensitive so ul, w ith the true 
artistic feeling. Again, it has been said 
th at we were bo th infidels, and the so ng 
the ribald jest o f a caro use. 
As to my 
xeligio u, that is my o wn affair, but the 
ho peau« ] lo nging o f every im m o rtal « » ul 
as expressed iu that « mg were the faith 
o f bo th o f us. 
To bo th creatio n wo uld 
have seemed a farce if infinite lo ve aud 
im m o rtality had no t o vershado wed us 
aud pro mised a life o f bliss lieyo nd the 
grave. 
"M r. Webster, like many musicians, 
was o f an exceedingly nervo us aud sen- 
flitive nature, and subject to lit« o f de- 
preesio n. I knew his peculiarities well, 
and when I fo und him given up to blue 
devils, I just gave him a cheerful so ng 
to wo rk o n. One mo rning he came into 
the sto re and walk« » d to the sto ve w ith ­ 
o ut speaking. 
“ ‘W liat's up no w, Webster?’ I asked. 
" ‘I t’s no m atter. It w ill be all r» ght 
by aud by. ’

GENESIS OF A SONO. 


HOW “ IN T H I SWEET BY AND BY" 


CAME TO BE WRITTEN. 


ft* A u th o r Tall* un I* l* rN tl* ( S to ry o f

In Richmond, a little town of less 
than 1,000 inhabitants, almost on th** 
southern boundary line of Illinois, lives 
lh* author of “ In the Sweet By and 
B y.’’ 
He is a practicing physician and 
is tinder 60 years of age. The im m ortal 
hymn was w ritten when he was only 81 
and is the single song of his life. 
Daring the civil w ar a wave of moral 
elevation and intellectual activity p««*- 
ed over the country. 
In this grand 
•w akening of the conscience there wa* a 
flood of music— m artial, religious, do­ 
mestic. George F. Boid and Stephen J. 
Feater were both w riting songs that 
lived, and Hun day srhool hymns passed 
out of the driveling period into dhe of 
elevated simplicity. 
Just at this tim e Samuel Fillm ore 
Bennett was graduated from Ann A r­ 
bor, Mich., and began a newspaper ca­ 
reer at Elkhorn, Wis., on The Independ­ 
ent. J. P. Webster, the musical com­ 
poser, was living in the same town, aud 
it was only a few months before tbe 
editor and the musician were collaborat­ 
ing. 
The w ar intervened, and Lieuten­ 
ant Bennett of tile Fortieth Wisconsin 
volunteers returned to Elkhorn to open 
a drug store aud resume his verse w rit­ 
ing. 
He and Mrs, Webster began in 
1867 to work on a Munday school song 
bonk, called “ The Signet R ing,’’ which 
was afterw ard published. 
This period of his life is the most 
precious of all ilia experiences to Dr. 
Bennett. Not long ago he told the whole 
•tory to an interested group of listeners, 
his eyes filling w ith tears as he vindi­ 
cated his friend from calum nies: 
“ Currency has been given to the 
sham eful story that Mr. Webster was 
drunk when he wrote the mnsic, and 
another account has it that we were both 
drunk. 
I ain thaukfnl to do justice to 
one of the noblest men that ever lived 
— a fine, sensitive soul, w ith the true 
artistic feeling. Again, it has been said 
that we w a n both infidels, and the song 
the ribald jest of a carouse. 
As to my 
religion, that la my own affair, bot the 
hope and longing of every im m ortal soul 
as expressed in that song were the faith 
of both of us. 
To both creation would 
have seemed a farce if infinite love and 
im m ortality had not overshadowed us 
aud promised a life of bliss tieyond the 
grave. 
“ Mr. Webster, like many musicians, 
was of an exceedingly nervous aud m-ii- 
aitive nature, and subject to fits of de- 
preasion. I knew bis peculiarities well, 
aud when I found him given up to bine 
devils, I just gave him a cheerful song 
to work on. One morning he came into 
tbe store and walked to the stove w ith­ 
out speaking. 
" ’W hat’s up now, Webster?' I asked. 
" 'I t ’s no matter. It w ill be all right 
by aud by. * 
“ The idea of the hymn came to me 
like a dash of sunshine-—'‘The Sweet By 
and B y.’ 
Everything w ill be all right 
then. * Why w ouldn’t that make a good 
hym n?’ 
'* ’Maybe it w ould,'b e replied gloom­ 
ily. 
Turning to the deek, I wrote as 
rapidly as I could. In less than half an 
boor, I think, the song as it stands to­ 
day was w ritten. Here it is: 
“ There’* a land that Is fairer than day. 
And by faith we ran nee it afar. 
For the Father wait* over the way 
To prepare us a dwelling place there. 


CHORUS. 
“ In the SWMt by and by 
We shall meet on that beautiful aho re­ 
in the sweet by and by 
Wo shall meet on that beautiful shore. 


“ We shall Ming on that beautiful ahura 
The melodious Bong* of tho bloat, 
And our spirit* shall sorrow no more— 
Not a sigh for the blowing of rest. 


“ To our bountiful Father above
